SAYS HE HADTHt CHICKNEPOX 


A Number of tcasoss Gives Why the Ms- 


ease Was Not What Physkiass 


Styled It. 


EDiToa. AGE: Please publish the fol- 


lowing statement for the benefit of 
myself aud tuose interested, as most 
people throughout Coshocton county 
have had more or less of a fright be- 
cause of the smallpox scare, and my- 
self being the cause of the excitement 
and statements of different kinds hav- 
ing been made from time to time con- 
cerning nay case, I feel that it is only 
just that I be granted the privilege of 
a statement also. That all may under- 
stand I will briefly recite the history 
of my case: 
. For the four months prior to the at- 
tack I had been very busy, driving all 
day ;and many times most of the 
night. As a result of such exposure 
and exertion my system was run down 
and my;r blood greatly impoverished. 
On Saturday, March 2, a damp, chilly 
day, I attended a public sale and took 
a severe cold. On Sunday I felt no 
better, and on Monday, Tuesday and 
Wednesday .about the same, not doing 
any driving-but doing my office work 
eguiarly 
.until 
Wednesday night 


when I tookaTt'ood sweat as a part of 
he treatme cfor the cold. Thursday 
morning a rash appeared on different 
>arts of my body and face which I 
upposed tu be the result of the treat- 
ment. On Friday-the rash resembled 
hat of chickenpox. I called Dr. Yar- 
nell to visit, tome of my patients. He

arly at my nome'and continued'doing 
jO until JVi'ouaay eveamif, March 11.

had not subsided

a "more speedy relief. I consented 
that she shuuiu telephone Dr. Wallace 
and if he could not come to ask Dr.

Well,that rather 
surprised me for 1 had not thought of 
uch a thing. Having been nowUere 
to contract amallpox, it seemed iof- 
possible, and 1 told him so: al=o, that 
L had exposed the whole community 
and would leel sorry should suoh be. 
he case. I told Dr. McClain that I 
could hardly believe it, but that ht 
should bring or send some doctor who 
iad experience with smallpox, not 
telling him his (McCiain's) opinion of 
jhe cast;,ctuci ii lie oou-oui'iud >vit,u Dr.' 
VLcCtain'stiiagnosis/I would have the 
board of health quarantine, and in 
sist upon general vaccination, and use 


preoauoiOQ possible from that time 


on.The next mornius; Dr. Marshall 
came, ifle announced himself as hav- 
ing "come up to see that case of 
smallpox," He, after examining me, 
said he believed hi" to be small pox,and 
I had him report to the cierk of our 
board of health, and to have him 
quarantine, which he did. The puolic 
in general and onr local board would 
not 
believe it to be smallpox 
and asked me if I would object to 
their calling in Doctor Carr, ashe had 
had much experience with the dis- 
ease. Doctor Carr came and after a 
very 
thorough examination 
said, 
"You are uoi suffering With smallpox, 
and there is no cause for alarm, but 
as the board has ordered virus go 
ahead aud vaccinate as it is a duty 
that should be attended to >anyway." 
When Doctor Carr's opinion was 
given out, Doctor Marshall reported 
to Doctor Probst, secretary of the 
state board of health, urgently re- 
questing him to send some one to in- 
vestigate the situation. " 


If I had the smallpox I should pre- 


fer it T o many case* of vaccination 
which I have seen. To conclude, it 
seems to have been a mistaken diag- 
nosis. And who of .us are perfect in 
our judgment and never make a mis- 
take? I feel that those who so posi- 
tively declared they were right, not- 
withstanding the opinion of any one 
else, should have modiled their asser- 
tion and not so needlessly have excit- 
ed the people. I have no ill feeling 
toward any one and trust that all will 
be rightly known and understood in 
the end.

St. Petersburg, April 11.—The Cbi- 


tese minister here. YangYu, gravely 
Insulted Count Lamsdorff, the Russian 
minister of foreign affairs, during a 
discussion of the Manchurian ques- 
tion, whereupon the count ordered bis 
lackeys to put the Chinese minister 
aut, and Yang-Yu was thrown down 
stairs and fatally injured in the head. 


London, April 11. — Dr. Morrison, 


wiring to The Times from Peking, 
draws a gloomy picture of the situa- 
tion there, and urges the necessity of 
withdrawing troops before the hot, 
rainy season sets in, adding that un- 
less orders for withdrawal arrive be- 
fore May it will be almost impossible 
to move before autumn. "Neither the 
Chinese nor the ministers of the pow- 
ers," says Dr. Morrison, "are respon- 
sible for the slowness of the negotia- 
tions, but rather the home govern- 
ments, whose apparent indifference 
and dilatoriness provoke much ad- 
Terse comment among, the diplomatic 
bodies. Competent observers believe 
that the anti-foreign feeling in the 
province of Chi-Li is more prevalent 


, than ever." 
"M. De Giers demands the return of 


all communications to the Chinese au- 
thorities to the Russian legation re- 
garding theMaachurian negotiations," 
continues Dr. Morrison, "and he warn- 
ed Li Hung Chang that, instead of 
being, as -heretofore, an advocate of 
the Chinese cause in the confidence 
of the ministers of the powers, he will 
henceforth support the policy of the 
utmost severity. Russia has still am- 
ple means to indulge this spirit. The 
report is current, but I believe it is 
premature, that Russia has already 
prepared a fresh form of convention. 
Doubtless, however, when the process 
of intimidation has been carried far 
enough, a fresh attempt will be made 
to recover the lost ground."
